will make an important contribution to 
the war effort. The heavy demand for 
fresh and processed fruits by our govern- 
ment and armed forces makes it extreme- 
ly important to encourage in every way 
possible orchard and home plantings so 
that our family needs will be adequate 
for proper health. We would anticipate 
a heavy demand on our regular produc- 
tion for several years after the war and 
therefore not only encourage the quickly 
maturing small fruits but also the various 
tree fruits which may take from 2 to 4 
years to come into bearing.
